At the time when the heart is -wrung 
with anguish, there is the natural desire that our dear one 
shall go to the tomb with as much evidence of loving care, of 
grateful remembrance, as can be betokened by expensive dis- 
play of fittings, carriages, flowers, etc.

Knut Hamsun, Europe's "Live to Love" Literary Sensation

NUT

an extremely interesting figure 


among the Scandinavian writers. 
Like 


Ibsen and Striridbbrg, his creations re- 
volve chiefly about abnormal sexual prob- 
lems. 
But In Ws style and method of 


treatment he fo'pojfs more the Russian 
school of fiction % $a-the Norwegian. 


"Ibsen 
was concerned 
with 
senti- 


mental love afMIfi ot the rich middle 
class, Strindbergfe pest pieces are those 
dealing with matrimonial degeneracy, but 
I feel best at homo In handling the ro- 
mantic subjects of eccentric dreamers and 
intellectual vagabonds," Knut Hamsun 
confessed o* himself. "Love is the oldest, 
the strongest and the most vital of hu- 
man problems, therefore it is always the 
m.ost attractive and interesting subject, 
and always naw." 


Knut Hamsun, like Gorki and Strlnd- 


berg, is a sentimental eccentric and atf* 
1" 


venturous dreamer In his own private life. 
A ..man without any systematic education 
&nd social refinement he himself is the 
prototype of a literary study. His own 
life is the drama of an international char- 
acter. In this tall, clumsy and bony Norse 
man Is to be found the hero of a novel 
superior to any of those he has written. 
He is a real type himself. Similar to tho 
heroes and heroines of his fiction, he him- 
self is an abnormal fatalist and poetic 
pessimist, Dbstoyevsky being the ideal of 
Itls literary aspirations, and Tolstoy the 
example at a heretic in life. 


However, between the writings of Dos- 


toyevsky and those of the Norwegian 
thero is a noticeable difference, as well 
in the style and motives as in the method 
Of the treatment of their plots. Even la 
the thought that underlies their works, 
thor differ. 
They coincide only in tho 


choice of their types and in analyzing 
their souls. 
While DostoyevsUy was a 


master In dissecting the morbid minds 
and souls ot men, Knut Hamsun is pow- 
erful in treating morbid-minded women. 
Dostoyevsky was a mystic in the relig- 
ious, Knut Hamsun one in tho cosmologic 
sense; the one believing in the real, thu 
other In the poetic power of love. But for 
Doetoyevsky love was a aide issue, while 
for Knut Hamsun it Is the foundation of 
everything. 


Love sometimes la for Knut Hamsun a 


fairy-like poetry, without any form or rule, 
but at other times it is a conventional green- 
house plant, although occasionally it Is 
nothing but the blind craving ot a maniac. 
But here and thero you will find the au- 
thor prepossessed with unbalanced emo- 
tionalism and outbursts of poetic gloom. 
something that breathes of agony and 
death. But, like Goethe, he feels himself 
a slave of woman's fascination, to with- 
stand which he thinks a crime and ex- 
claims with the German poet: 
' "The 
eternal feminine leads us on- 


ward and we must follow the call blindly. 
\Voniai' is tho goddess of beauty and 
heart; man the god of power and head." 


"You liar!" replied Strlndberg. "Why, 


then, did you leave your first wife, and 
elope with an actress? The one was far 
more pretty than the other, far moro fem- 
inine than the one to whom you are mar- 
ried now. The woman who gets the best 
of a man is the one who is the most 
clever and the least fnminine." 


"1 follow the instinct, but rarely the 


intellect," is the argument of Kmit Ham- 
sun. "The intellect may please our egoism 
individually, but it is adverse to nature, 
an artificial product. Love of a woman is 
a call of nature, but love of art a poi 
version. 
By loving a woman we follow 


the laws of nature, but by loving art we 


tickle our individual ambition by imagin- 
ing wo achieve more for progress and civ- 
ilization, lor fame and immortality. But 
this is all an illusion. The more civilized 
wo become individually tho weaker we 
grow racially. This is so well illustrated 
in the contrast between the city and the 
country man. The one is a pale weak- 
ling, the other a sturdy giant. 
If the 


country ilM not supply the city with a 
more healthy and less civilized element 
it would rot and Uie out like a decayed 
mushroom. As soon as a nation or race 
reaches the highest degree of what is 
termed civilization, it vanishes by being 
artificial. 
Civilization is an intellectual 


mania of racial suicide. 
Turn back to 


nature, live, love and be happy; that's 
the only remedy to resist extinction. 


There is little of, a plot and adventure 


in most of Kinu Hamsen'a novels, for 
which reason they may appear to the An- 
glo-Saxon reading public monotonous and 
without action. His whole concern is to 
depict original characters In his psycho- 
logic poetry, for all his works areoian ex- 
ceedingly poetic nature. His style is vir- 
ile ami direct and the method of his con- 
struction of a story natural. Exception- 
ally powerful Is he in his dialogues of ab- 
normal ami hysteric women. But being a 
writer without any systematic education 
or social polish, the prlmitiveness of his 
art is noticeable- on occasions when he 
wants to let his heroes and heroines come 
in contact with high society. Like Gorki, 
lie shows great weakness iu this way, and 
cannot 
compete 
with Strindberg and 


Bjornspffl. 


Tho fear of l>ejng ridiculous with his 


manners and life in society, in which he 
would like- to move, has probably been 
the cause of his voluntary self-banish 
mem into such impenetrable Northern 
wilds of Norway that for years no on? 
has seen him. To reach his secludsd resi- 
dence at Sullien ono has to travel on the 
railway over twelve hours from Chrlsti&nla 
to tho depot of Rore. whence ono will 


have to travel still fifty miles on fool or 
by carriage. And if you reach his primi- 
tive cottage you will not meet a hospita- 
ble literary man, but a rugged and wea.th- 
erbeaten mountaineer of Norway, who has 
decided never to see degenerate civiliza- 
tion again. 


Kajf of the time he works here physi- 


cally -as a farmer and hunter, the other 
half is devoted to literary notions and 
philosophic discussions with his young, 
attractive wife, whom he married after 
being divorced by the first It seems as 
if the man before you is a fugitive for 
some crime, of which his morose temper 
and suspicious hospitality gives the best 
picture. 


"Knut Hamsun feels himself an out- 


cast 
of 
civilization, 
haunted by 
his 


pricked ambition," said his first wife, 
speaking of their strange seclusion. 


Knut Hamsun is an original writer, 


living a most original life. 
This, to a 


great extent, has been the underlying 
course that has popularized his writings 
and made him the first European celeb- 
rity of to-day. 
Although he made his 


literary reputation at home long 'ago, yet 
his foreign fame is only o£ recent date. 
More than in any other country, even 
moro than in Scandinavia itself. Knut 
Hamsun's hovels have created a sensa- 
tion in Russia, this being due to the fact, 
that he stands so close to the great Rus- 
sian writers in his tendencies and his 
literary technique. 


Knut Hamsun—real name, Knut Peder- 


sen—was born August 4, i860, at Hud- 
brandsdai, in Norway, tho son of a poor 
farmer and received only an elementary 
education in the local village school. Uaill 
his twenty-third year, he had earned his 
living as a farmhand, harbor working 
man, and cobbler's apprentice. 
His con- 


stant wish was to become a minister, to 
write books and poetry, 
Without any 


literary knowledge he had written several 
poems, one of which had been published 
ia a country newspaper. This made him 


very proud of his gift and inspired him 
to realize his ambition. 
He hated farm 


labor -and the solitude became an un- 
bearable torture. 
This induced him to 


look for employment as a sailor on a 
freight vessel, which was to make a. trip 
to the United States. 
He had always 


dreamed of America, therefore the op- 
portunity made him happy. 
' 


Knut Pedersen arrived with great 


hopes in New York, intending to make 
his reputation as a lecturer among the 
Norwegians. 
But soon he found it dif- 


ficult to obtain even a position as a work- 
ing man. 
Without knowing a word of 


English and having no training for any 
special profession, he found New York a 
cruel city for his dreamy air-castles. He 
was glad to get a free tici.jt to a Scan- 
dinavian colony in Minnesota, where he 
remained for a year as a simple farm 
band at a salary of five dollars a week. 


The labor here was far more hard 


than at home, so he left in order to find 
-. better position in Madison, Wisconsin. 
As he found it impossible to get along in 
America with his literary aspirations, he 
returned home a disappointed man. This 
was in 1SSS. However, he was able to 
publish his first story, "The Sin," in a 
small weekly paper, and continued writ- 
ing many more. 
In tie 
meantime lie 


earned his living as a carpenter and 
house-painter in Christlania. 
Having mat 


Bjornson, he sent him his published 
story with many more which had been re- 
jected, and asked his co-operation in plac- 
ing them. 
Although Bjornson encour- 


aged tho young man. he did not think he 
could help him in finding a publisher. 


Knut Pederson made a second trip to 


America with new plans ia his head On 
this occasion he had provided himself 
with many letters of introduction to 
prominent countrymen in the new world 
among which was one cf 
Bjornson's! 


Having tried again in vain for a suitable 
position in New York, ha went to Pro- 
fessor Rasmus Pedersca !a Minnesota. 


hoping that the latter would support him 
iii his lecture tour. 


But the professor, being a conserva- 


tive society man, explained to the young 
enthusiast that no Norwegian would like 
to attend his lectures, as he had no par- 
ticular education, being nothing but a 
simple working man. 
This wounded his 


pride so much that he left the American 
professor in a vexed mood and looked for 
a position without any support from those 
upon whom he had laid so much hopa be- 
fore. 
At first he worked on a farm, in 


Minnesota, then he was for months a 
dairyman in North Dakota, and finally he 
obtained the position of a. street car con- 
ductor in Chicago. 


From this time on, Knut Pedersen 


signed himself Knut Hamsun. While liv- 
ing in a municipal lodging house, he 
wrote a chapter of his miserable experi- 
ences, naming it "Hunger," and sub- 
mitted it to a newspaper. 
The Sunday 


Editor of the paper found the chapter 
powerful and full of human agony, and at 
once published it in the magazine section. 
Knut Hamsun wrote the second chapter 
after a few weeks, and-then the rest. Tha 
great story attracted the attention of cJl 
the literary circles. George Brandes paid 
a visit to the writer. The storj- was pub- 
ished m book form and the author's repu- 
tation was made. 
Not only was it well 


received in Scandinavia, but the King of 
Sweden gave him a pension of one thou- 
sand sis hundred krons annually. 
The 


story is the subjective picture of the

and in other places.

P. who had declared for Roosevelt 
were placed on the third party coun- 
ty ticket.

J. Jennings, of Monroe 
township.
